broadcast address and he said 
to his people they should not for- 
get that Finland still Is indepena- 
cnt and still possesses a power- 
ful army. 


Appreciation For Relief. 
He expressed appreciation for 
American relief activities and said 
that "in this respect the work 
done by former President Hoover 
has been of extreme value." l*e 
also 
thanked 
the 
Scandinavian 


countries and western powers for 
their aid. 
As he spoke all available trucks 


were on the roa'd to ' begin the 
work of removing thousands ol 
Finns from areas to be ceded 
to Soviet Russia. 
Premier Rlsto Ryti 
and the 


delegation 
which 
accepted the 
Russian 
settlement 
in 
Moscow 
returned to Helsinki last night 
with the text of the peace pact. 
Kallion declared 
"this nation 
must count on its own strength 
and unity for the great recon- 
struction task," but added "we 
trust that those civilized nations 
which recognize the fundamental 
principles on which our defensive 
struggle was based will make it 
their duty to support us." 


To Protect New Borders. 
Foreign 
Minister Vaino 
Tan- 
ner made It clear that despite the 
crushing peace 'that ended the 
war, 
Finland 
Intended to take 
every step to protect her newly- 
narrowed 
borders 
from 
future 
threats. 


Asked 
if fortification of 
thr 
new borders would be permitted, 
Tanner flashed back: 


"Who is going to stop us?" 
He added, "our military com- 


manders say all borders are ae- 
fensible." Nevertheless, with the 
great Mannerheim line and most 
of Finland's other frontier de- 
fenses ceded to Russia and a 
Russian naval base to be estab- 
lished on the key peninsula ot 
Hanko under Tuesday's treaty ot 
Moscow, Finland looked forwara 
to discussions aimed at a de- 
fensive alliance with Sweden and 
Norway.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—W>)— 
The senate approved a $5,000 lim- 
itation on political contributions 
today by attaching an amendment 
to the pending anti-politics legisla- 
tion. 


The limitation provision, sponsor- 
ed by opponents of amendments to 
broaden the Hatch act, carried by 
a vote of 40 to 38, 
Senator Bankhead (D-Ala), auth- 
or of the limiting provisions, im- 
mediately clinched his victory when 
the senate tabled a reconsideration 
motlqn of 41 to 38. 
The Bankhead provision would 
limit any individual to contribut- 
ing $5,000 to any candidate or cam- 
paign committee and define as a 
''pernicious political activity" any 
contribution above this. 
Senator Pepepr (D-Fla) led off 
today's assault against broadening 
the Hatch law, even as one of his 
coleagues asserted that debate over 
the extension legislation mlnht tie 
up the senate all this month. 


Senator Mlnton (D-Ind), who as- 
serted a final vote was not possible 
today, told reporters that unless 
the senate worked faster on amend- 
ments " we may not get a vote this 
month."

FRUIT PICKERS HIT BY 
M-P TRAIN THURSDAY 


M'ALLEN, March 
14.—(f)— Twenty-five 
person* 


were killed today wrier a Missouri-Pacific train splint- 
ered a truck loaded with fruit pickers at a crossing six 
miles east of this Lower Rio Grande Valley town. 


Seventeen were injured, many critically. 
State Police Director Homer Garrison, Jr., 
describ- 


ed the wreck as apparently the worst in Texas history. 


Missouri-Pacific crain crashed into the truck at 8:06 


a. m. and carried the vehicle on its cowcatcher for 600 
yard, with bodies and limbs being scattered along the 
tracky for that distance; 


Nineteen bodies were taken to the McAllen morgues 


and others were carried to nearby Weslaco. 


Identification of the victims, all passengers in the 


truck, was slow but all apparently were laborers of 
Mexican descent living in the farms areas around Ala- 
mo, Texas. 


The 17 injured persons were taken to the McAllen 


Municipal Hospital.

history. 


John Boeye of McAllen, who, with 


Frank Brady of Mercedes was driv- 
ing on a highway paralleling the 
Missouri-Pacific track, said: 


"I saw a big dust cloud when the 
train reached the crossing. When 
wo arrived at the scene we saw 
there had been a wreck. We rushed 
up to find boflles rolling around on 
tho ground. The train was still 
moving. 


"The dust was so thick for a mo- 


ment we couldn't tell what had 
happened, but when wo saw the 
nmnglcd bodies we kn«w something 
awful had taken plucu. 


Call Ambulances 


"Wo ran to a telephone to call 
the sheriff's office and ambulances 
and tho looked around to see if 
wo could help any of those people. 
It looked to me like most of them 
were beyond help. A few minutes 
later Deputy Sheriff George In- 
gram of the sheriff's office care- 
fully tried to count tho bodies. 


"We found at least 23. 
"I have never seen anything 


worse In my life. Wo found one 
child without Its head. We found 
a man's body severed at the waist. 
We found another man without 
head and arms. We found portions 
of bodies scattered from the point 
of impact to the front of the en- 
gine, a distance of two blocks." 


Heard Terrllilo Crash 


Miss Mary Ann Wall, secretary 


of tho Alnmo Citrus association, 
who said she nearly always looks 
out the window of her office, fac- 
ing tho crossing-, when tho train 
comes through, said she wns busy 
today nnd didn't look up "until I 
heard that terrible crash." 


"When I looked, I saw bodies 


flying in every direction through a 
sheet of flamn. It seemed to mo 
that tho gasoline tank of tho truck 
must havn exploded. I tried to yell 
but I couldn't say a thing. 


"Then my boss, Albert Jensen, 
ran out on the loading platform 
and yelled back to mo to call all 
tho ambulances. I made tho calls 
and when I looked out of the win- 
dow again bodies were piled up all 
along the tracks. 


"It's the most horrible thing: * 
have ever seen." 


Supt. G. C. Kennedy of the Mis- 


souri-Pacific at Klngsville describ- 
ed the tragedy as thn worst "sim- 
ilar accident on tho division since 
tho branch was built In 1013." 


under the impact of the crash; 
and one victim was found char- 
red when tho train had stopped. 


Garrison, commenting in Austin, 


said; 


"The 
McAllen crossing 
wreck 
apparently is tho worst of Its 
•kind in Texas history. Our rec- 
ords go back only to 1035 when 
the public safety department was 
created but no one here can re- 
call a crossing accident in which, 
more lives were lost."

FOSSIL EGG, FOUND IN TEXAS, 
PLACED UNDER MILITARY X-RAY 


BUT RETAINS SECRET OF ORIGIN 


.CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 14.— 


(/Pi—The world's oldest known ver- 
tebrae egg retained the secret of 
Its origin today despite "candling" 
under x-ray equipment usually em- 
ployed lo detect, flaws In ml'lltary 
armament. 


Disclosing that a 226,QOO,000-yenr- 


old fosHlllud egg, fouontl In the bad- 
lands of Texas by a Harvard expe- 
dition, had been placed under x- 
ray at the Watortown arsenal In 
the hope of finding traces of an 
cmhro, Harvard Zoologist Alfred 
S. Romer, said, In an Interview: 


"We had hoped, although not ex- 


pected, to find evidence of nn em- 
bryo In order more definitely to 
Identify tho vertebrate which laid 
the egg. 
But the results proved 


essentially negative. 


"Some Indication* ot internal dif- 


ferences are visible In the x-ray 
plates, but It Is Impossible to at- 
tribute them to any anibryologlcal 
structures." 


The egg, he said, represents the 
most primitive type of egg to be 
laid on dry land, as distinguished 
from eggs deposited only in water. 
Determination of Its origin would 
throw new light on the evolution 
of vertebrates from a lower form 
of life. 


The fossil egg, 
throe 
Inches 


long, and rusty In coloring, con- 
tains Iron and other mineral de- 
posits which seoped through dur- 
ing the centuries. It was because 
of this mineral content that Ro- 
mer and a colleague, Llewelyn Prlo 
had the egg x-rayed by the power- 
ful arsenal apparatus.

umphal Entry. Now, incited by 
shrewd individuals, they had yield- 
ed to mob psychology, which is al- 
ways degrees lower than personal 
judgment. A crowd will do what 
individuals would never dream of 
doing. Every man enticed into a 
manhood-abdicating .mob 
demon- 


stration should remember the most 
famous of all lynching 
that which effected the 
Jesus Christ.

But the story is not all black. 


There was the husky Negro, Si- 
mon the Cyrenean, who bore the 
Saviour's cross when His body fell 
to the ground. 
There were the 


steadfast 
women disciples, who,

Can I replace this 


with skimmed milk, as I do not 
want to use sugar unless called 
for? 


Ans. Yes, you can take up to ft 


pint of Bkimmed milk daily with 
the fruit, and vegetable, and starch 
meals, but not when meat la called 
for. 
Use no milk with meat. 


Q. Where it calls for broiled or 
roasted meat on the thir day, may 
I use fish instead of meat once in 
a while? 


Ans. Yes, Indeed, fish may be 


used in place of the meat when 
desired. You may also vary this 
meal by using eggs occasionally. 


Q. It seems impossible for me 


to buy vegetable juices, and to 
make them requires an awful lot 
of vegetables to make a cup of 
juice; and it seems that two cups 
are required a day for the diet, 
could this be replaced 
at times 


with tomato juice? 


A. Yes, the vegetable Juices may 


be replaced 'at times' with tomato 
juice, but not too often! You see, 
the vegetable juice is the 'blood' 
of the plant, and supplies so many 
valuable minerals 
and 
vitamins 


that are of utmost Importance In 
thia diet regime—or any regime, 
for that matter. Where you live, 
vegetables should be most inex- 
pensive—and I hope you are using 
the right type of machine 
for 


making the Juices. 
If not, this 


may be why you seem to require 
so much to get the two cups. With 
the proper machine, 5 stalks (sin- 
gle pieces, that is) of celery, and 
5 carrots are ample, for the 2 cups; 
and surely that is not too much^ 
After all, money spent in good 
food Is never wasted—and effects 
savings in medical and dentistry 
bills. 


Q. May I use celery alone some- 


times where it calls for a salad? 


A. I'm afraid you would not eat 


enough celery to make up for the 
larger salad that should be taken; 
but if you did, why all right. How- 
ever, the salad is an important 
part of the meal and should be a 
big one.

Q. What kind of fruit juices may 


be poured over the salads; they 
all appear to be sweet, and that I 
may not use? 


A, 
Orange 
Juice, 
grapefruit 


juice, a little pineapple juice, ap- 
ple juice, lemon juice, and with 
certain salads a little grape uice, 
are all suitable and interesting. Of 
course, they should be entirely un- 
sweetened, or 
prepared 
without 
sugar. 


I should be happy to hear from
